Reasons of Allowance: 

4. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons of allowance: 

The closest prior art of record (Pekar et al, U.S. Patent Publication No. 
2006/01 59341 Al) does not teach "determining a first structure of the object of interest 
where the segmentation is unsuccessful in the first image; and segmenting the first structure 
in a first region of the second image for determining a second segmentation result" as recited 
in claims 1, 6 and 9, in combination with other limitations. Therefore claims 1, 6 and 9 are 
allowed. All other claims depending on claims 1, 6 and 9 are allowable at least by 
dependency on claims 1, 6 and 9.
